H. Foster Bain, of the United States Geologic il 
Survey, communicates the statement that the d 
and celebrated Shawneetown region in southern 


1 


Illinois has lately been yielding fluorite of re- 
markable beauty. Among some specimens recently 
sent to the writer for examination there were 
cleavage pieces of much elegance from several of 
these localities, notably the Empire mines and 
Cave-in-Rock. From the former were large cleav- 
ages of rich reddish purple and of the peculiar 
sea blue of that region. In one case the general 
appearance was of the latter color, clouded at 
points with the former—like the tint of a blue 
Alabashka topaz with included clouds of Uralian 
amethyst. Both the purple and the sea-blue va 
rieties pass at times into almost colorless fluor. 
From Cave-in-Rock is an octahedral cleavage, per 
fectly transparent and of amber yellow. A cubical 
crystal from Rosiclare is pale bluish, passing into 
nearly colorless. This region from Cave-in-Rock 
to Rosiclare has produced many thousands of tons 
of fluorspar that have been used in the industries 
as a flux and for other purposes. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
PRECIOUS STONES OF PERU AND BOLIVIA. 

The exploration by Dr. G. F. Bandelier of the 
tombs of the Incas and other graves in Peru and 
the Bolivian region, has naturally been of great 
interest. Dr. Bandelier, whose work in anthro- 
pology in the southwest and Mexico well equipped 
him for such an exploration, and who belongs 
to the anthropological staff of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, had every facility ex- 
tended to him in his exploration, which has re- 
sulted in great collections of textiles and of all 
manner of objects used by the ancient Peruvians, 
so that this collection of the American Museum 
of Natural History is now one of the most com- 
plete known. Dr. Bandelier gives his observations 
ym the occurrence of precious stones and gem 
minerals as a result of some eight years of in 
vestigation. These are of much value in connec- 
tion with the statements that have appeared for 
four centuries touching this interesting region. 

Antonio Raimondi, the noted Italian naturalist, 
to whose labors Peru is so much indebted, no- 
where in his numerous treatises mentions the 
presence of gems in Peru or in northern and cen- 
tral Bolivia. During 13 years of residence in 
Peru and upper Bolivia Dr. Bandelier could not 
find any authentic account of the location of any 
gem of practical value in either of the republics 
named, 

With the interest for mining in Bolivia that 
has recently been awakened outside of its terri 
torial limits, and particularly among North Amer 
ican prospectors, it is to be expected that discov- 
eries of minerals which are considered precious 
when in a state of sufficient purity will sooner 
or later be made; but up to the time of Dr. Ban- 
delier’s investigation there had been no authentic 
finds of either diamonds, rubies, sapphires, 
emeralds, topazes, almandines, or zircons. The 
fellowing are the stones of which Dr. Bandelier 
heard from reliable sources or that he actually 
saw: 

Amethysts.—These occur in southern Bolivia, in 
the districts of Tarija and Tupiza. 

Garnet.—A number of well crystallized and very 
characteristic specimens of melanite from the 
province of Inquisivi in the southern portions 
of the department of La Paz were seen, but while 
the species was unmistakable, the crystals were 
opaque and without any value commercially. 

Tourmaline.—The common black variety accom- 
panying cassiterite occurs near La Paz. 

From southern Bolivia and from the vicinity 
of its former capital, Sucre, rubies and alman- 
dines are reported to appear in the sands of rivers. 
Diamonds are thought to exist, accompanying 
gold in the Tipuani gold district on the eastern 
slope of the Cordilleras. There is no impossi- 
bility that such reports may at some future time 
prove to be the shadows cast before real events 
In the neighborhood of the city of La Paz there 
are streams carrying gold, with its usual accom- 
paniment of titanic iron, wash tin, and metallic 
grains, the nature of which is yet undetermined. 
Such mineralogical associations may yet prove 
significant.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—The fol- 
lowing figures show the commerce of the 
United States with its non-contiguous terri- 
tories during certain periods in the jewelry 
and kindred lines 

ALASKA.—During November, 1904, clocks 
to the value of $438 were shippe d to Alaska, 
as against a value of $45 for the same 
month of 1903. Shipments for the 11 
months ending November increased from 
$1,412 in 1903 to $4,689 in 1904. There were 
no shipments of watches to Alaska in No 
vember of either year, but the shipments for 
the 11 months’ period increased from $144 
in 1903 to $898 last year. jewelry ship 
ments decreased from $2,956 in November, 
1903, to $2,264 during the same month of 
last year, but increased from $9,506 during 
the 11 months’ period of 1903 to $26,902 
during the same period of 1904. Shipments 
of plated ware in November last amounted 
in value to $1,170, as against nothing for the 
same month of 1903, For the 11 months’ 
period the shipment icreased from $190 to 
$3,455 

Hawat.—There was a slight decrease in 
the value of clock shipments to Hawa dur- 
ing November last, as compared with those 
for the same month of 1903, the figures 
being $1,084 and $1,503, respectively The 
decrease was more pronounced during the 
11 months’ period, the figures being $14,084 
for the 11 months of 1903 and $10,710 for 
the same period of 1904. Watch shipments 
declined from $308 during November, 1903, 
to $55 during the same month of last year, 
but jumped from $2,819 during the 11 
months of 1903 to $11,818 during the same 


period of last year A considerable decline 
is reported in jewelry shipments, the figures 
for November, 1903, being $22,656, as 


against $7,430 for November last. and $161, 
529 for the 11 months of 1903, as against 
$147,425 for the 11 months of last year 
Plated ware shipments declined from $4,287 
in November, 1903, to $4,024 in November 
last, but increased from $46,414 to $70,414 
to $70,584 during the 11 months’ periods. 
Porto Rico.—Clock shipments to Porto 


Rico decreased from $3,115 during the 11 
months cf 1903 to $2,064 during the same 


period of last year, while shipments of 
watches decreased from $5,171 to $1,700 dur- 
ing the same periods. Jewelry shipments 
increased from $234 during November, 1903, 
to $1,054 during the same month of last 
year, and from $5,190 to $8,438 during the 
11 months’ periods Shipments of plated 
ware increased from $5,042 to $6,152 dur- 
ing the 11 months’ periods 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS During the 11 
months of 1903 clocks to the value of $1,837 


were shipped to the Philippines, increasing 
to $2,628 during the 11 months of last year.

Under the act as now amended the sale 
oi the legitimate products now bearing the 
stamp, “United States Assay,” is not inter- 
fered with, but all products so marked 
after the passage of the act are liable to 
seizure, confiscation and forfeiture when in 
the course of transportation from one State 
to another.

General Appraisers Decide That Mr. 
Coolidge’s Pearls Are Dutiable at 
Ten Per Cent. 

Unmatched pearls, drilled and strung, 
which were imported by T. Jefferson Cool 
idge, Boston, are dutiable at 10 per cent 
ad valorem, under a decision made last 
week by the Board of United States Ger 
eral Appraisers, sustaining an appeal by 
the importer from a ruling of the Boston 
Collector, who classified the imports as 
strung pearls dutiable at 60 per cent 

The Board followed recent decisions 
holding that in such cases the question is 
whether or not there has been such a 
selection and assorting of the pearls as to 
give to them a special value for the pur- 
poses of a necklace, additional to the 
value of the separate pearls composing the 
collection. The gems which Mr. Coolidge 
imported, in the Board’s judgment, resem 
bled natural pearls more closely than they 
did a necklace, and under the similtiude 
clause the decision was in favor of th 
lower duty.

A Summary of the Business Done in 1904, as Reported by Retail Jewelers in the 
Principal Cities of the United States—Why Dealers Expect 
Good Business During the Coming Year. 


(Continued from issue of Jan. 11 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 11.—W ith only 
their own business to be concerned about, 
but nevertheless interested in the general 
welfare of the trade, retail jewelers of this 
city were, on the whole, more trank in 
summing up 1904's business and forecast 
ing conditions for 1905 than were jobbet 


and manufacturers, Opinions here vary quite 


a little, as might be expected from th 
Huctuations of property values in the vari 


ous sections, which have been more marked 


than. is generally appreciated by business 
men, However, on the whole, expressions 
may be crystallized into the conclusion that 
1904 was satisfactory only, and 1905, with 
little prospect of serious labor troubles, 
wild stock speculation or changes in gov 
ernmental policies of tariff revenues 1s, on 
the whole, very promising. 

Clement Weaver, of the Bailey, Banks 
& Biddle Co., said: “The year 1904 was 
vastly better than 1903, and I speak only 
of the 10 months of our fiscal year, for we 
don’t balance accounts until March. Every 
thing is promising even better business next 
year.” The Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co 
only this year occupied its magnificent new 
store on Chestnut near 13th St., which has 
been patronized liberally by the wealthier 
and more exclusive people of the city 

Mr. Thomas, of J. E. Caldwell & Co 
declined to express any opinion, on the 
grounds that newspaper articles on facts 
issued by him for the house were “garbled.” 

Wm. Blair, of Blair & Crawford: ‘Last 
year was eminently satisfactory to us in 
every way. There is no reason why the 
new year should not bring us greater busi- 
ness than ever before.” 

Samuel Kind, senior member of S. Kind 
& Sons: “As a year, 1904 was satisfac 
tory. I am not much of a prophet, and I 
will be able only to tell you about 1905 in 
January, 1906, but you may say that I ex- 


pect a good year.”’ 

Fk. F. Hendry, manager of the C. Kibele 
& Co, estate: “It was a very successful 
year for us: much better than the preceding 
year. It is most too early to say anything 
definitely about 1905.

SUBJECT: 


The Right and the Wrong Way for the Jeweler 
to Advertise. 








DVERTISING is a science nowadays, 

and the dealer who wishes to make 
a success in every branch of his business 
has to study very carefully how to and how 
not to advertise, the right and the wrong 
way. Working as I am in a thrifty town 
of 3,000 population, my words and advice 
perhaps will strike more forcibly those who 
cater to the country trade, but will, I trust, 
also help those who are living in the larger 
towns and cities. A great deal of money 
is spent every year in advertising that never 
brings the returns that it should. It be- 
comes every dealer to watch carefully the 
result of each way of advertising he re- 
sorts to—note the good—follow it up stead- 
ily and continuously. Note the bad—weed 
it out thoroughly. 

The right way to advertise, in my esti 
mation, is to have everything working to- 
ward one goal. By everything I mean all ad- 
vertising matter you get out in the papers, 
dodgers, etc., signs, displays in window, nice 
arrangement of stock, good watch repairing, 
courteous treatment of customers, a clean 
store inside and out, reliable goods, all work 
ready when promised, and a great point 
that is overlooked by many, even in the 
larger places—the lighting of the store 
$e sure and have up-to-date goods well 
displayed, rightly priced, well lighted, and 
if you have treated your customers as you 
would they should treat you, your goods 
will move—nothing surer. 

Describe every article in stock as you 
know it to be 
you lose a sale 


never misrepresent, even if 
This is a splendid ad. Your 
customers will come back when needing 
anything in your line, proud of the confi- 
dence they have in you. If you repair ar- 
ticles, give out as checks for goods received 
nice little cards with a short “to the point 
ad.”” on them, pertaining to some line you 
carry. Never try to advertise all you have 
in an inch space. Do not crowd the word- 
ing; better a few words “to the point” 
than a mass of matter that appears crowded 
together and badly arranged. Neat, catchy 
sentences, here and there about the store, 
pertaining to stock carried, will let people 





see you are in the swim and set them talk- 
ing. When they talk they buy. 

Carry as many lines as you can in keep- 
ing with your jewelry stock, without adding 
to the cost of handling the same The opti- 
cal department should be well looked after ; 
have an attractive display of optical goods 
and have one or two of the late optical in- 
struments in your optical parlor. A movy- 
ing eye (opening and shutting) in a very 
conspicuous part of your window or front 
of store is a splendid ad., and can be got- 
ten up for a small sum. The eye to be 
attractive, must open and close quickly, 
every three or four seconds 

There is money in the kodak business 1f 
properly conducted. Carry a good line and 
familiarize yourself thoroughly with the 
different makes. Also learn how to expose, 
develop, print and finish the picture. Ad 
vertise instruction absolutely free with 
every kodak sold, or to those purchasing 
supplies. Almost everyone who carries a 
watch these days has a kodak and you can 
easily sell both. A splendid ad. for yout 
kodak department 1s a free dark room to 
those purchasing from you, or those who 
do not. Have this free for everyone. Take 
pictures yourself, finish them up and keep 
them in your window al] the time. Local 
scenes are especially desirable. Also keep a 
nice supply of pictures you have taken on 
one of the show cases or on a table in the 
corner of the store, where all are brought 
in contact with them. Everyone enjoys 
looking at pictures and it will surprise you 
the way the children will flock around—they 
wil] talk and the parents will buy. 

Use nicely painted cloth as well as board 
signs through the country. Put up new 
ones every six months or so. Keep con- 
tinually’ doing something to cause people to 
talk about you and your store. A mailing 
list is a bonanza for the jeweler and he 
should send out booklets, etc., periodi- 
cally to everyone in his vicinity. When 
trade becomes dull, as it will during certain 
parts of the year, freshen matters up by a 
nicely gotten up sale of some kind, for in-

THE Bazaruto PEARL 1s HERIES. 
(From Consul Hollis; republished from Consular 
Reports for Ja inuary, 1897, No. 196.) 

In Consular Keports tor August, 1896, 
Wilbor has reported that 
“some years ago a concession was granted 
by the Portuguese Government for pearl 
divers to operate off the coast of Mozam- 
bique.” This refers, I think, to a conces- 
sion granted some six or seven years ago 
to an American to exploit the pearl fish- 
eries of the Bazaruto Islands, which are 
situated a few miles from the coast, about 
midway between Inhambane and Beira. 
Bad management, lack of funds, heavy ex- 
penses, and political difficulties combined 
to kill the enterprise. The Bazaruto 
Kaffirs still fish for pearls; but as they 
roast the oysters instead of letting them 
rot, the pearls are always more or less 
damaged by heat. The Bazaruto pearls, 
as well as a few that are obtained near the 
mouth of the Rovuma, are shipped by the 
Indian traders to Bombay and Zanzibar. 
This industry is very small, and there is no 

local market for pearls.

PEARLS IN NEW CALEDONIA. 
(Published from Consular Reports for November, 
1898, No. 218.) 

Agent Wolff writes from 
2, 1898, in 


Commercial 
Noumea, under date of Aug. 
regard to the discovery of rich beds of 
pearl shells off the west coast of the col- 
ony. Several weeks back, he says, the 
representative of an Austrian house arrived 
in New Caledonia with the intention of 
monopolizing the industry. A syndicate 
has also been formed in Paris, with a 
capital of 1,000,000 francs, to exploit the 
beds, and has obtained a concession cov 
ering 130 miles. Mr. Wolff speaks of the 
importance of the discovery and his de 
sire that Americans may profit by it. He 
encloses a report by the representative of 
the Paris syndicate, which is summarized 
as follows: 

“New Caledonia will soon, it is prob 
able, play an important role in the aac 
tion of pearl shells and pearls. The varie 
ties of shells discovered are: First, the 
Avicula margaritifera, containing a large

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A Unique Skeleton Watch. 


(Translated for Tue Jewecers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY 
from the Revue Internationale de Il’ Horlogerie.) 
HE skeleton watch illustrated herewith 
is owned by Lague Juillard, a jeweler 
and horologist of Chaux de Fonds. It is 
well known that skeleton watches are rather 
scarce at present and their origin dates 
back to a time when the manufacture of 
watches in large quantities was unknown. 
The production of a vast number of 
watches at the present day hardly admits of 
the conception of such a fantastic idea. 
The illustrations hardly need any de- 
tailed explanation, for, although they may

appear mysterious enough to some, they are 
quite plain to a watchmaker. It is easy to 
see that this movement has been construct- 
ed according to a modern pattern, with a 
lever escapement. It is plainly shown that 
the shapes of the bars and balance cock are 
twin-like, not including the mainspring bar- 
rel bars, which carry the winding wheels 
on one side and the ratchet wheels on the 
other. The bottom of the barrel and its 
cover have been trimmed as much as pos- 
sible in order to show the mainspring,. 

All the surfaces of thé various parts have 
been elaborately ornamented and engraved 
by an artist 

Skeleton watches are useful to the young 
watchmaker, inasmuch as they admit of the 
inspection of the various parts and expose 
to view any defect which may have caused 
the watch to stop.

What is genuine bronze? Bronze is 


known to be an alloy ot copper with zinc, 


to which tin and lead are admixed. The 
decline of the bronze mixture consists 
merely in that more and more zinc is 


added. Thereby the cost of production is 
materially decreased while the castability 
is enhanced. In the second place it con- 
sists in a decreasing admixture of copper; 
for the genuine bronze coloring proper is 
dependent upon the high percentage of 
copper. The more the copper predomi- 
nates the firmer and at the same time more 
malleable and ductile will be the 
bronze
